SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW DESCRIBING THE GENERAL NATURE OF WHAT WAS DISCUSSED: 

Examiner contacted applicant to allow examiner to cancel claim 14 through examiner's amendment. Applicant inadvertently 
included claim 1 4 into the listing of the claim while not including claim 1 4 in the pending claims statement in the arguments. Mr. 
Bonini granted authorization to examiner to cancel claim 14 through examiner's amendment. Claim 17 was also discussed during 
the interview and examiner asked applicant to clarify on record as to what applicant intend to cover with "computer storage media" 
language, since it is not clearly defined in the specification. Applicant clarified that this language is only intending to cover the 
tangible computer storage media while excluding the intangible media such as signals, carrier waves, etc. Applicant further agrees 
to cancel claim 19 and amend claim 17 to include limitations recited in claim 19.
